Brief Summary of Bill

* Designates Palouse Falls as the official state waterfall.

Background:

Located in Franklin County, the Palouse Falls consists of an upper falls, with a drop of about 20
feet, and a lower falls, with a drop of about 180 feet. The canyon at the falls is 377 feet deep.
The falls and canyon were created by the Missoula Floods that swept across Eastern Washington
during the Pleistocene epoch

Summary of Bill:

Palouse Falls is designated as the official waterfall of Washington.

Appropriation: None.

Fiscal Note: Not requested.

Effective Date: The bill takes effect 90 days after adjournment of the session in which the bill is
passed.
